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REMARKS 

At the outset, applicant and his attorneys wish to 
thank the Examiner for the courtesy of the personal interview 
conducted on February 9, 2005. The Examiner's careful attention 
to the application on that occasion is greatly appreciated. 

The claims are amended herewith along the lines 
discussed at the interview, which amendments, it was tentatively 
agreed, would distinguish over the prior art of record and place 
the application in condition for allowance. New dependent claims 
19-28 are added. 

Claims 1-7, 10, 12-14 and 17 as previously in the case 
were rejected for anticipation of HUFFMAN U.S. Patent No. 
5,419,306. That rejection is respectfully traversed, for the 
f ollowing reasons - 

In the present claims, the rotor openings open on the 
face or faces of the rotor that are disposed more nearly axially. 
For example, in the embodiment of Fig. 2, the openings open on a 
rotor face in a plane perpendicular to the axis of rotation. 

By contrast, in HUFFMAN, the openings are on the curved 
cylindrical surfaces of the rotor, and therefore open in a radial 
direction of the rotor. 

Additionally, as was discussed at the interview, the 
HUFFMAN rotor is supported from only one side, by shaft 52. 
Element 14, which the Official Action identifies as being a 
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second bearing, is instead the housing element that surrounds the 
HUFFMAN rotor, but does not provide bearing support for the same. 

Therefore, it is believed that claims 1-7, 10, 12-14 
and 17 as they now appear in the case are not anticipated by 
HUFFMAN. 

The remaining claims 8, 9, 15, 16 and 18 as previously 
in the case were rejected as being unpatentable over HUFFMAN in 
view of MUEHLECK U.S. Patent No. 5,27 9,2 62. That rejection is 
also respectfully traversed, for the following reasons. 

MUECHLECK is relied upon for a teaching of plural 
rotary discs and an intermediate fluid heat generating chamber. 
However, even if MUECHLECK were to disclose such additional 
features, and even if a skilled artisan would have been motivated 
to modify HUFFMAN in view of MUECHLECK in the manner proposed in 
the Official Action (points which applicant does not concede) , 
nevertheless, the resulting modified apparatus would not respond 
to the recitations of any of claims 8, 9, 11, 15, 16 or 18, for 
the reasons discussed above in connection with the rejection of 
the other claims for anticipation based on HUFFMAN. 

At the interview, the other prior art of record was 
reviewed, and it was tentatively agreed at that time that the 
claims as thus amended are also patentably distinct in relation 
to the other cited but not applied prior art. 

In view of the recent interview and the present 
amendment and the foregoing Remarks, therefore, it is believed 
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that this application is now in condition for allowance, with 
claims 1-28, as amended. Allowance and passage to issue on that 
basis are accordingly respectfully requested.
